'to have occurred several years ago. 
After his separation from his present 
wife, who is suing him for divorce, it 
is charged that Dr. Haugh went to 
Chicago where he contracted a big- 
amous marriage with a woman named 
Anna Patterson. It is alleged that this 
woman died a few months later, under 
most mysterious circumstances which 
pointed to death by poisoning. 

Dr. Haugh is specifically charged 
with the murder of his father, his 
mother and his brother, whose charred 
bodies were found in their burning 
Louses !aet Saturday night.

NO ESCAPING FUMES.

To Allow This Would Destroy the 
Vacuum and Force a Shut-down at 
Enormous Lose—Twenty-five Acres 
Wented for Site—Chamber of Com- 
merce Interested. 


Yesterday afternoon a committee of 
the San Pedro Chamber of Commerce 
was in the city and conferre! with the 
representatives of the Vacuurn Smeiter 
Company that has propos! to put a 
smelting plant at the seaport town of 
Los Angeles. The main question 
cussed was that of preventing the de- 
struction and damage done by esc*p- 
ing furnes and gases common in the 
ordinary smelting plants. Unless this 
feature coulq be totally eliminated the 
committee ‘was frank to state that the 
project meet With opposition. 

The inventor of the process which Is 
to be used, F. L. McGahan, explained 
that by his method all the gases would 
be utilized or disposed of In such a 
way that none could possfbly escape. 
To let out any of the gases would be 
to introduce air, destroy the vacuum 
and force the shut-down uf the works 
with the loss of thousands of dollars, 
sp that every precaution would be taken 
against this. The company was willing 
to give the absolute guarantee demand- 
ed that there would be no trouble from 
this source. 

The smelter people have asked for a 
access to water. It may »e necessary 
to have an understanding with the 
Southern Pacific on this poiat. The 
promoters state that they have been 
approached by parties desiriis them to 
locate at San 

The smelter, which has already been 
described in part in The Times, is 
operated by a system of burning gas 
im a vacuum and dispensing entirely 
with coke. The plant propose! is ex- 
pected to be of 500 tons capacity and 
able to handle gold, silver, copper or 
lead ores; drawing a suppiy trom Ari- 
zona, Nevada and Southern ‘‘allfornia 
by rail and from Lower California, Sin- 
aloa and the lower Mexican coast by 
sea. Besides, it is expected to make 
some chemical by-products.

Number of Marriage Licenses 
Granted Constantly on the Increase 
as @ Result of the Prevailing Wave 
of Prosperity-—-Only One Divorce 
Now to Every Seven Weddings.

prosperity. 

From November 1, 1964, to October 
31, 1906, there were granted i4 inter- 
locutory decrees of divorce by Judge 
‘Trask, and taking that number as a 
basiea and striking an average, there 
must have been at least 550 decrees 
granted in the several departments of 
the Superior Court during that period. 

When the data for the calendar year 
is compiled, it is reasonably certain 
that the number will exceed that 
given, for for a considerable portion of 
this year eight departments have been 
turning out divorces, while previously 
only six departments were so engaged. 

During the same period of twelve 
months there were issued by the 
County Clerk 3852 marriage licenses, 
a number far exceeding previous years. 
The divorces have formed about 14% 
per cent of the number of marriages, 
or about one divorce to every seven 
marriages. This is a decided improve- 
ment, for two years ago the divorces 
were one to four mar en. 
That was the year when Los Angeles 
was in the unenviabie position of hav- 
ing more divorces to marriages than 
city in the 


country.

Allowing for this 
increase, and also for the steady in- 
crease in population, it appears as if 
divorces showed signs of decline. But 
while marriages indicate easy times, 
divorces keep bobbing up all of the 
time. Some people cannot stand pros- 
perity, and marital infelicity in such 
cases is brought about by the very 
means that ought to enlarge the fam- 
ily stock of happiness. On the other 
hand, In bad times financial ssure 
causes family jars that form the pre- 
lude to the divorce court. | 

It has been said, though there is no 
exact data to substantiate the fact, 
that in prosperous times the husbands 
are more frequently the offenders, 
while in times of depression the wives 
most frequently rebel against existing

COUNCILMANIC JUNKETERSG FARE 
WELL ON THEIR TRIP. 


Owens River Party Camps First. 
Night Out at Coyote Holes, Fifty 
Miles from Mojave—Viewing Line 
of Proposed Conduit—Wild, W 
Scenery. 


{STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
COYOTE HOLES (Kern County) 
Nov. &—Mrsa. F. 8. Raymond, whom 
William Mulholland once christened 
“The Angel of the Desert,” has just 
finished the feeding of eighteen as 
hungry men as ever blew out of the 
West. Councilman Smith, the rich man 
of the party, declares that without ex- 
ception, bar none, Mrs. Raymond is 
the best cook he has encountered in the 
whole of his gastronomic career. 

Fancy winding up a day’s drive of 
fifty desert miles with grilled quail, 
fried chicken, baked beans and chill, 
three or four vegetables, a tubful of 
variegated preserves and two desserts! 
Hungry? You never saw a crowd eat 
like these councilmanic junketers. 
Well, we had only Harvey sandwiches 
and apples for luncheon, and it was 
long time moonlight when we drew 
into Coyote Holes, fifty miles north by 
east from Mojave. 

The party is thirteen without the 
drivers—Councilmen Smith, Hiller, 
Ho ton, Kern, Healey and Ford; 
Minute Clerk Wilde, Consulting Engi- 
neer F. H. Olmsted, Fred Eaton, with 
W. Cc. Lewis, Bert Heinley, Herbert 
Kennedy and Irving Sayford, repre- 
senting respectively the Herald, Ex- 
press, Examiner and Times. Five 
teams make up the caravan, four 
carrying passengers and one contain- 
ing the commissary. Two of them are 
four-horse, the others two-horse teams. 
We left Mojave at 8 o'clock this 
morning, and the day's fifty 
miles in thirteen hours. We lunched at 
Eighteen-Mile House, and made 
Coyote Holes—now known tin civilized 
nomenclature as Freeman Postoffice— 
at 9 tonight. 3 
Coyote Holes got its name seventy- 
five years ago, when a pack of the 
desert scavengers, wild for water, dug 
a hole five feet deep near a big cotton- 
wood tree, and there for many years 
siaked their howling thirst. There's 
quite a band of the lean-legged rascals 
hereabout. The fried chicken we had 
tonight was guarded 
period by five husky 
by “Uncle” Raymond. 
FOLLOWING PROPOSED CONDUIT. 
By general direction we followed to- 
day the line of the big conduit which 
will bring the Owens River to Los An- 
geles. We bore fifty miles north by six 
miles east, from ve, and at 
times kept within from one to 
miles of the surveyed condukt line. At 


Mr. Eaton pointed out to the alighted 
party the main points of the water route. 
For instance, at Pine Cafion, sixteen 
miles north of Mojave, a large area cf 
bad land will be crossed by the con- 
struction of an inverted syphon 2500 
feet long and of a maximum depression 
of 326 feet. That is to say, at this point

WILD, WEPRD SCENERY. 

The surveyed line skirts by three 
miles one of the most wonderful bits 
of natural scenery in the West—Red 
Rock Cafion, twenty-two miles north 
of Mojave and 172 miles from Los An- 
geles. Through this cafion we drove 
this afternoon, and not even the mirage 
of the desert could construct a 
stranger scene. Immature sandstone, 
layer upon layer of the hardened sands 
of the ages, rears itself in fantastic 
palisades, hewn by erosion into exact 
sembiances of rude and mighty casties, 
columned and » @alleried and 
stepped, marvelously windowed and 
splotched with brilliant colors; a weird, 
forbiddi city-in-the-distance, ruddy 
and rega 


chitecture wild and lofty. 

We are feet above sea level at 
Coyote Holes tonight, and a tall wind 
is talking noisily through the cotton- 


wooda, 

No accident has marred the trip 
thus far, unless one mention the snap- 
ping of a whiffletree of the rig pre- 
sided over by Councilman Smith. Con- 
sequently some of ug enjoyed an extra 
portion of moonlight before ‘‘falling 
on” Mrs. Raymond's wonderful dinner.

The world's cotton production for 
1904, entering commercial channels, 
was 18,041,859 bales, with a total con- 
sumption of 15,474,980 bales. This indi- 
cates a surplus in the world’s factory 
supply of cotton amounting to 2,566,- 
879 bales. The total production ani 
consumption of cotton, however, does 
not represent the full statistics for the 
world. Large quantities of cotton are 
grown and consumed in China, Japan, 
Asiatic Russia, and other eastern 
countries, and in South and Central 
America, which do not enter into com-

Concern Went into Bankruptcy 
Lest Month and Was Bid in by 
Bondholders Represented by a Sav- 
ings Bank of Los Angelee—Citizens 
Figure on a Saving. ; 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
RIVERSIDE, Nov. 10.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] W. D. Woolwine, vice- 
president of the Southern California 
Savings Bank of Los Angeles; the City 
Trustees of Riverside and a committee 
of citizens, consisting of George Frost, 
George N. Reynolds, E. A. Chase, H. 
L. Carnahan and F, A. Worthley, will 
visit the Riverside power plant tomor- 
row. 

It will be with a view of consummat- 
ing the sale of the plant to the city of 
Revirside for $165,000, payable in in- 
staliments after five years. During the 
first five years the city is to pay 4 per 
cent. on the price as a rental, and after 
the first installment of the principal, is 
to pay 6 per cent. 

An alternative proposition is to lease 
the plant to the city for a term of 
tire g or thirty years at an 
ren

This plant has a capacity of 700- 
horse-power. It was built by a com- 
pany promoted by W. E. Pedley, but 
went into bankruptcy, and last month 
the bondholders, represented by the 
Southern California Savings Bank, bid 
in the property at a cost of over $200,- 
000 


The offer to the city is considered by 
many of the citizens in the light of a 
‘bonanza, as electricity sells here for 
$6 per month per horsepower, which 
would. give the city a gross income of 
$43,200 per annum, and it is estimated 
the operating expenses would not ex- 
ceed $10,000 per year. 

Mr. Woolwine, representing the bont- 
holders, and the officials and committee 
namei, will make an investigation of 
the plant tomorrow, and their conclu- 
sions will -be lald before the City Coun- 
cil at its next meeting. —

worked up. By laying pipes the gas 
could be easily conveyed any distance 
and it is good for heating, cooking or 


illuminating. 
At present, however, the Union Oil 


Company is too busy handling its enor- 
mous output of crude oi) to give any 
attention to marketing gas and the 
smaller companies have all their time 
taken up with development. The town 
of Orcutt is, however, to have 4 gas 
system at once. The pipes have al- 
ready been put in and the houses are 
to be connected at once. The Union, 
which owns most of the town, is doing 
this. The town of Santa Maria which 
was incorporated about two months 
ago asa city of the sixth class, may 
sometime be supplied with this gas. 
The chief use at present, however, is 
as a fuel in the further development of 
the district. It burns weil at the end of 
a feed pipe, making a very hot fire 
under a boiler and producing plenty of 
steam. Thus when one well is being 
drilled gas is piped to it from a neigh- 
boring one, a furnace and boiler is 
erected and the well drilled, not only 
without the payment of one cent for 
fuel, but without using up any of the 
commercial product of the company, 


otherwise be wasted. This is done 
with pumping both at many wells and 
on pipe lines. The gas could doubtless 
also be piped and used for steaming fn 
local industries where crude oil is now 
burned. 

ESPEE GETS “TAR.” 

The Southern Pacific fs still busy at 
Casmalia with its well which produces 
a species of ofl so heavy that it may a!l- 
most be called tar. The well was 
brought in with much difficulty, after 
penetrating a hard shell just above 
the deposits. The product is not above 
8 gravity, heavier even than the Sunset
